Council votes 17-0 in 
favour of solar-energy 
pilot project 


Halifax regional councillors 
have cleared the way for the 
launch of an energy-conserv¬ 
ation initiative that’s the first 
of its land in Canada. 

Council voted unanimous¬ 
ly in favour of launching the 
pilot project of Solar City, 
under which HRM will part¬ 
ner with the local solar indus¬ 
try to provide affordable solar 
energy to homeowners. 

“We always seem to be 
searching out best practices 
from other municipalities,” 
said Coun. Darren Fisher at 
Tuesday’s meeting. “Solar City 
will hopefully have other cit¬ 
ies and municipalities follow¬ 
ing our lead.” 

About 1,600 homeowners 
have applied for inclusion in 
the $8.2-million initiative, al¬ 
though the pilot can only ac¬ 
commodate 1,000. 


The project, described as 
“financially self-sustaining,” 
is funded by Efficiency Nova 
Scotia and by both a grant and 
low-interest loan from the 
Federation of Canadian Muni¬ 
cipalities. 

Coun. Barry Dalrymple, 
chair of HRM’s environment 
and sustainability standing 
committee, praised Coun. Rus¬ 
sell Walker for knocking on 
doors after the FCM initially 
rejected the funding request. 

“This council, wanting this 
program to happen so badly, 
agreed at the end of the day 
that, as long as there was any 
hope whatsoever, we would 
not allow this program to die,” 
he said. “That faith and vision 
by this council allowed us to 
be here today.”

Bell Media wins 
sponsorship of 
Emera Oval 



Council has approved a 
staff recommendation to 
award Bell Media the rights 
to media sponsorship of 
the Emera Oval. 

Bell, Newcap Radio and 
CBC submitted bids for the 
rights in December 2011. 

A staff report submitted to 
council Tuesday states the 
three bids were reviewed 
based on media demo¬ 
graphic, “robustness” of 
the media offering, general 
exposure of the oval, and 
the overall in-ldnd value. 

Tuesday’s council vote 
formalizes an agreement 
between HRM and Bell 
Media with an in-kind 
value of $147,822. 

Under the terms of 
the agreement, Bell will 
provide promotion via 
its TV and radio stations, 
websites and social media, 
and will host and promote 
monthly skating events. In 
exchange, the network gets 
exclusive broadcast promo¬ 
tion rights, banner space 
on the oval and at events, 
and hosting and cross-pro- 
motional opportunities.

Halifax Common 


Plan for open 
spaces referred 
to committee 

Coun. Jennifer Watts’ mo¬ 
tion to have staff draw up a 
master plan for open spaces 
on the historic Halifax Com¬ 
mon was modified slightly 
before being approved.

Bloomfield Centre 
to change hands 


Not a done deal. 

Council votes to 
move ahead with 
sale to Housing Corp., 
despite concerns 
about vision, design

Halifax regional council has 
voted to sell the Bloomfield 
Centre to a provincial hous¬ 
ing authority, but the winning 
bidder has work to do on its 
design concept. 

Several councillors were 


unhappy with the proposal 
from the Nova Scotia Housing 
Corp., which received a high 
score for the financial com¬ 
ponents. 

However, it received a 
score of 18 out of 35 — the 
lowest of the three bidders 
— for the “understanding of 
vision and objectives for the 
site” component. 

The financial criterion was 
worth 50 per cent of the final 
score. 

“When I look at the criter¬ 
ion, based on all the time and 
effort spent looking at this 
plan, I would have thought the 
most important would have 
been the understanding of the 
vision, not the financial,” said 
Coun. Gloria McCluslcey.

Councillors were also con¬ 
cerned about the size of the 
affordable-housing units in¬ 
cluded in the proposed new 
facility, which aren’t large 
enough for families. 

HRM manager of real es¬ 
tate and facility services Peter 
Sticlcings told council the cor¬ 


poration still had three “lay¬ 
ers” of public consultation 
ahead — the last of which will 
secure a development agree¬ 
ment. 

Sticlcings said the agree¬ 
ment will address the “defi¬ 
cient” technical and design as¬ 
pects of the proposal that led 
to the low score. 

Coun. Jennifer Watts, in 
turn, urged councillors to ap¬ 
prove the sale and move the 
10-year redevelopment pro¬ 
cess forward. 

“I think what we’ve heard 
today is that it’s time to make 
a decision,” said Watts. “We 
have planning processes and 
consultation in place, we have 
some opportunity to be veiy 
clear about that.”

Premier calls Bowater deal 
a ‘once-in-a-lifetime gift’ 


Taking chances. Dexter 
says taking on millions 
more in debt with deal 
necessary for industry's 
long-term prosperity

In exchange for adding at least 
$117.7 million to the provin¬ 
cial debt, the province now has 
the opportunity to “breathe 
new life into Nova Scotia’s for¬ 
estry industry” by acquiring 
forest lands larger than Yar¬ 
mouth County, Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter said Tuesday. 

The statement came as he 
revealed details of the prov¬ 
ince’s purchase of Bowater 
Mersey Paper Co. from Reso¬ 
lute Forest Products Inc. and 
the Washington Post. 

“These are tough economic 
times, and they will say, ‘In 
veiy difficult times you had a 
government that had the vi¬ 
sion, the strength of purpose 
to see the opportunities that 
are there,”’ said Dexter. 

In exchange for a single dol¬ 
lar, the province gets 550,000 
acres of forest property worth 
$117.7 million, which accord¬ 
ing to provincial accounting 
rules, gets added to the prov¬ 
ince’s $13.3-billion debt. 

Up to 30,000 acres of the 



land would be protected for 
biodiversity and recreational 
purposes. 

The province inherits 
$136.4 million in liabilities, 
including an $ 18-million debt 
that Bowater owed to major¬ 
ity owner Resolute as well as a 
$100-million pension fund for 
former company employees. 
Dexter said Bowater’s assets 
would support the pension 
plan. 

The deal also comes with 
$150.4 million in assets, in¬ 
cluding fibre inventory and 
the Brooklyn Power Corp., 
worth $25 million. The prov¬ 
ince plans to sell the facility to 
Emera for the same price and 
will use the money to pay off 
$18.4 million in other liabil¬ 
ities and employee costs for 
former mill workers. 

The former $ 5-million mill 
is also included. The province 
plans to transform it into a 
bioenergy and clean energy 
facility. 

The province would gener¬ 
ate the bulk of the cash from 
the land by generating $4 
million in annual stumpage 
fee revenue and harvesting li¬ 
censes. 

Oak Hill sawmill is ex¬ 
cluded from the deal because 
it would have violated the 
Canada-U.S. softwood lumber 
agreement. 

Dexter said his government 
is still on schedule to balance 
the budget.

Opposition says hundreds of millions of dollars at stake in Bowater deal 


The leaders of both opposition 
parties say the government 
didn’t factor in potentially 
hundreds of million of dollars 
in added costs in purchasing 
Bowater Mersey Paper Co. 

Liberal leader Stephen 
McNeil and Tory leader Jamie 
Baillie also agree that the land 
should be in the hands of the 
province but differ on how 
much ought to be. 

McNeil said the province 


should have control of the en¬ 
tire 550,000 acre forest land. 
But he added his major con¬ 
cern lies with the province 
taking over the former mill 
property. 

“What are those costs of 
the liabilities by taking over 
the mill itself?” said McNeil. 
“What is the plan going for¬ 
ward to ensure that the land 
is maximized to its true 
value?” 


The cost of cleaning up the 
former Abitibi Bowater mill 
in Newfoundland and Labra¬ 
dor is estimated at more than 
$100 million. McNeil believes 
the province could be facing 
the same price tag with Bo¬ 
water Mersey Paper Co. 

“The province should be 
able to tell us what an en¬ 
vironmental cleanup will 
cost, if they’ve done their due 
diligence,” he said. 


Baillie said the govern¬ 
ment took the most expensive 
route, taking on $136.4 mil¬ 
lion of the company’s debt.

On Tuesday, the prov¬ 
ince announced it is offer¬ 
ing a $150,000 cash reward 
through the Major Unsolved 
Crimes Program for informa¬ 
tion leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the person or 
persons involved in Marriott 
Jr.’s murder. 

On Feb. 20, 2009, the 
34-year-old was found shot in 
his apartment on Whitehead 
Road in Harrietsfield. He later 
died of his injuries.

Cape Breton. Convicted 
killer testifies at 
sentencing hearing for 
2010 stabbing of girlfriend 


A man convicted of second- 
degree murder insists 
he has changed since he 
stabbed his 17-year-old girl¬ 
friend to death two years 
ago. 

The man, who can’t be 
named, took to the wit¬ 
ness stand Tuesday at the 
hearing that will determine 
whether he is sentenced as 
an adult. 

He stabbed his girlfriend 
more than 100 times inside 
a Whitney Pier home on 
Dec. 3, 2010. He was 16 at 
the time of the offence. 

If sentenced as an adult, 
the Crown has asked that 
the man receive a life sen¬ 
tence with parole eligibility 
after seven years. 

If sentenced as a youth, 
he would serve four years 
in custody and three years 
under community super¬ 
vision. 

The court has heard that 
he had substance abuse and 
behaviour issues from as 
early as age 12 and he said 
that prior to the killing he 
really didn’t care about the 
direction his life was head¬ 
ing, something that has 
now changed. 

“I don’t want to sit in the 
jail the rest of my life. I care 
what people think now,” he

told the court. 

He said only since the 
murder has he realized 
he has anti-social traits 
and problems with anger. 
Defence lawyer Darlene 
MacRury asked him what 
made him come to that real¬ 
ization. 

“This case ... because I 
took somebody’s life,” he 
said. 

The man has been in¬ 
volved in three physical 
altercations with other 
young people in his two 
years on remand at Water- 
ville and he is known to 
have taken the drug Rivotril 
three times while in cus¬ 
tody. 

That drug was also in his 
system when he killed his 
girlfriend.

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Defiant move. North Korea 
fires rocket in face of 
global condemnation 


North Korea defied internation¬ 
al warnings and fired a long- 
range rocket Wednesday, the 
second launch under its new 
leader and a clear sign Pyong¬ 
yang is pushing forward with 
its quest to develop the technol¬ 
ogy needed to deliver a nuclear 
warhead. 

Pyongyang’s state media 
quicldy claimed that the coun¬ 
try had successfully put a peace¬ 
ful satellite into orbit with its 
long-range Unha-3 rocket — 
the North’s stated goal of the 
launch. But South Korea and 
Japan said they couldn’t im¬ 
mediately confirm that. 

The launch was something 
of a surprise, as North Korea 
had indicated technical prob¬ 
lems with the rocket and re¬ 
cently extended its launch win¬ 
dow to Dec. 29. 

A rocket expert said North 
Korea’s rocket appeared to have 
improved on an April launch, 
which broke apart shortly after 
liftoff, but that it might be a day 
before U.S. officials could deter¬ 
mine whether a North Korean 
satellite was circling the Earth. 

The United Nations, Wash¬ 
ington, Seoul and others see 
the launch as a cover for a test 
of technology for missiles that 



could be used to strike the 
United States. 

South Korean Defence Min- 
istiy spokesman Kim Min-seolc 
told a national news conference 
that a South Korean destroyer 
detected the launch at 9:51 
a.m., local time, and the first 
stage fell into the Yellow Sea 
about a minute later. It then 
flew over a South Korean island 
near the border with North 
Korea a minute later. It was 
then seen flying west of Oki¬ 
nawa at 9:58 a.m., and then dis¬ 
appeared from South Korean 
radars, the associated press

British lawmakers on Tuesday 
demanded the government 
water down plans to keep 
track of phone calls, email and 
Internet activity — a bill critics 
dub a “snooper’s charter.” 

The Communications Data 
Bill would force telecoms ser¬ 
vice providers to retain for a 
year records of all phone and 
email traffic and website visits, 
though not the content of calls 
and messages. 

The data on billions of 
emails, tweets, texts, calls and 
Internet hits would be avail¬ 
able to police forces, the Na¬ 
tional Crime Agency and the 
revenue and customs service. 
The bill as it stands gives the 
government the power to ex¬ 
tend that access to other agen¬ 
cies.

It’s a cool app that may catch a 
sticky-fingered iPhone thief in 
Britain. 

A woman is wanted for 
questioning after she unwit¬ 
tingly took a picture of herself 
with a stolen iPhone. 

Police in Sussex have re¬ 
leased a photo of the woman. 

They aren’t calling her a cul¬ 
prit yet. 

“We don’t know that the 
woman is the person who stole 
the camera, but she obviously 
has had some connection with 
it in the meantime and I’d like 
to speak to her about it,” said 
Sussex officer Gavin Crute in a 
news release. 

The phone had been stolen 


from the Coalition nightclub 
in Brighton, East Sussex earlier 
this month. 

The photo was taken from a 


different location. 

The owner had an app in¬ 
stalled that takes a picture of 
anyone trying to unlock the 


phone and then sends the in¬ 
formation back to them via 
email. 

The app, identified by some 
media outlets to be IGotYa, is 
not available from the official 
Apple store. 

The camera is activated 
when a wrong password is en¬ 
tered on the keypad. 

Crute said that not only does 
the app photograph someone 
trying to unlock the phone, but 
it maps their location. 

“We know where and when 
the photo was taken and it ap¬ 
pears to be in a vehicle with 
quite a large sunroof,” Crute 
said. 

Apple has a free app called 
Find my iPhone, which shows 
a stolen phone’s approximate 
location. 

It does not, however, take a 
picture. 

A similar stoiy was told in 
New York last year, when a 
Queens woman was robbed 
while walking along a street.

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Conditions worsen in Syrian 
refugee camps as winter looms 



Survival. Basic 
necessities are scarce, 
from blankets and 
food to toilets and 
medical supplies 


The tent camp sheltering Syr¬ 
ians uprooted by their coun¬ 
try’s brutal civil war has lost 
the race against winter: The 
ground under white tents is 
soaked in mud, fights erupt 
over scarce blankets and vol¬ 
unteer doctors routinely run 
out of medicine for coughing, 
runny-nosed children. 

The 21-month-old battle to 
bring down President Bashar 
Assad has already forced 
some three million Syrians 
from their homes, according 
to a new estimate, and cold, 
wet winter weather is mak¬ 
ing life increasingly unbear¬ 
able for the displaced. 

Many of the roughly 
12,000 people seeking refiige 
in the tent camp near the Syr¬ 
ian village of Atmeh on the

Turkish border fled with just 
the clothes on their backs, 
running from intensifying 
bombing raids by the Syrian 
air force in recent months.

Apple acts 


Prank-tumed-tragedy 
may result in charges? 


Driving into 
trouble? There’s 
an app for that! 

The city of Mildura is not 
at the end of a dirt road 
in the Australian bush, in 
tire-choking desert sand 
far from food and water. 

But Apple’s much- 
maligned mapping appli¬ 
cation thinks it is. 

More than two months 
after Apple’s CEO apolo¬ 
gized for errors in its 
Maps service, Australian 
police say the app is “pot¬ 
entially life threatening.” 

On Tuesday, a police 
official said Apple had 
“sort of half-fixed” the 
problem. 

Police say they’ve had 
to rescue several Mildura- 
bound drivers who were 
directed by the app to 
remote Murray Sunset 
National Park, about 70 
kilometres away. 

Some were stranded 
for 24 hours without food 
or water, and had to walk 
long distances. 

The 5,000-square-lcilo- 
metre park has desert-lilce 
conditions, scorching 
temperatures and has 
virtually no mobile phone 
reception.

On Tuesday it issued a 
statement announcing that 
ads would resume Thursday, 
with all profits for the rest 
of December to be donated 
to “an appropriate fund that 
will directly benefit” Sal¬ 
danha’s family. 

The company said it would 
donate at least 500,000 Aus¬ 
tralian dollars ($525,000). 

Austereo has repeatedly 
insisted that it followed the 
law. The company said in a 
statement that the segment 
underwent an internal legal 
review before it was broad¬ 
cast. 

The company “does not 
consider that the broadcast 
of the segment has breached 
any relevant law, regulation 
or code,” Austereo said, add¬ 
ing it would co-operate with 
any investigation.

A gunman wearing cam¬ 
ouflage and body armour 
brought terror to a crowded 
shopping mall Tuesday.

Kira Rowland said she 
was shopping at Macy’s in 
the Clackamas Town Center 
when the shots started. 

“All of a sudden you hear 
two shots, which sounded 
like balloons popping,” Row¬ 
land said. 

“Everybody got on the 
ground. I grabbed the baby 


from the stroller and got on 
the ground.” 

Rowland said she heard 
people screaming and crying. 

“I put the baby back in 
the stroller and ran like hell,” 
Rowland said. “It was awful. 
It was shots after shots after 
shots like a massacre.” 

Holli Bautista, 28, said she 
was shopping in Macy’s for a 
Christmas dress. 

“I heard people running 
and screaming and saying 
‘Get out, there’s somebody 
shooting’,” she said. 

Macy’s employees Pam 
Moore and Austin Patty said 
the shooter was short, with 
dark hair, dressed in camou¬ 
flage. He had body armour 
and a rifle and was wearing a 
white mask, they said.

Macy’s employee 
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Judges boycott draft vote: Egypt 


Egypt’s judges Tuesday said 
that most of them would 
not oversee a nationwide ref¬ 
erendum on a contentious 
draft constitution, as tens of 
thousands of opponents and 
supporters of the country’s 
Islamist president staged 
rival rallies in Cairo, four 
days ahead of the vote. 

The demonstrations and 
judges’ boycott came hours 
after masked assailants set 
upon opposition protest¬ 
ers staging a sit-in at Tahrir 
Square, firing birdshot and 
swinging knives and sticks, 
according to security offi¬ 
cials. They later said that five 
“hardened criminals” were 
arrested in connection with 
the attack. 

Eleven protesters were 



wounded, the MENA state 
news agency said, citing a 
Health Ministiy spokesman.

On one side of the divide, 
there is President Mohammed 
Morsi, his Muslim Brother¬ 
hood and ultra-orthodox Sala- 
fis, while on the other side 
there is a collection of liber¬ 
als, leftists and Christians 
who claim the draft charter 
restricts freedoms and gives 
Islamists vast influence over 
the running of the country. 

Ahmed el-Zind, the chair¬ 
man of the Judges’ Club, said 
Tuesday that 90 per cent of 
the nation’s judges would not 
oversee the Saturday vote. 
The move is unlikely to stop 
the referendum from taking 
place, but it does cast further 
doubt on the legitimacy of 
the drafting process and, ul¬ 
timately, the document itself.

It’s supposed to be a time when 
festive packages are delivered 
with care and yuletide greeting 
cards are opened with glee. 

But for some Canada Post 
customers — and the postal 
employees who have to deal 
with their complaints — it’s 
not exactly the hap-happiest 
time of the year. 

As the volume of letters 
and parcels being delivered by 
the Crown corporation reaches 
massive levels over the holi¬ 
days, so, too, does the griping. 

When Canada Post issued a 
release on its Facebook page on 
Dec. 3, urging people to check 
international send-by dates 
for Christmas packages, there 
were dozens of not-so-kind re¬ 
plies from people bitterly upset 
about lost parcels, late deliv¬ 
eries and high postage costs. 

Faster technology has made 
it easier to locate packages, 
but has also raised people’s 
expectations of how quickly 


their goods should arrive, 
said Canada Post spokes¬ 
woman Aniclc Losier. 
“Our No. 1 call to 
customer service is

It would be tempting to think 
the words sequel and prequel 
are the creation of Hollywood 
marketers looking for new 
ways to describe old ideas. 
But the notion of a prequel, 
a movie that provides the 
backstory of an existing story, 
like this weekend’s The Hob¬ 
bit: An Unexpected Journey, 
is not a Tinsel Town contriv¬ 
ance. 

The first prequel appeared 
in the late 7th centuiy BCE. 



The Cypria, an epic of an¬ 
cient Greek literature, is the 
story of the origins of the 
Trojan War and serves as an 
introduction to the Iliad even 
though it was written after 
the Homer epic was already 
in print. 

The word prequel first ap¬ 
peared in 1958 in an article 
in The Magazine of Fantasy 
& Science Fiction but didn’t 
catch on until it was used to 
describe Butch and Sundance: 
The Early Days in 1979. 

The Star Wars New Hope 
trilogy are the most famous 
movie prequels, but Holly¬ 
wood has been looking back 
to extend the lives of their 
franchises for decades. 

The 1966 Clint Eastwood 
spaghetti western The Good, 
The Bad, and The Ugly, the 
final film of the Man With No 
Name trilogy, is a prequel to 
A Fistful of Dollars and For A 
Few Dollars More. 

It wasn’t billed as such, but 
by the time Eastwood assem-

bles his iconic poncho outfit

Disney. Fans of 
Florida's park have a 
new section to explore 
with the site's largest 
expansion in its history 


Derrick Weitlich and his 
friend Leslie Martinez ar¬ 
rived at the Magic Kingdom 
at 5:40 a.m. last Thursday, 
wanting to be among the 
first to visit the park’s New 
Fantasyland. 

Getting up early was 
worth it, said these Mel¬ 
bourne, Fla., Disney fans, 
who estimated that they 
have visited the park some 
180 times. 

“I love Beauty and the 
Beast,” said Martinez, while 
standing in front of the new 
Gaston’s Tavern restaurant. 
“And I’m very picky when 
it comes to details about 
Beauty and the Beast.” 

Martinez and Weitlich 
weren’t disappointed. From 
the antlers lining the walls 
in the tavern to the anima- 
tronic Ariel in the Under 
the Sea-Journey of the Little 
Mermaid ride, they were 
impressed with the New 
Fantasyland. 


It’s the largest expansion 
project in the park’s 41-year 
history. The new spaces are 
built on what was once the 
site of the 20,000 Leagues 
Under the Sea experience, 
and the expansion doubles 
the size of the original 
Fantasyland. 

The central Florida 
theme park near Orlando 
is blending classic Disney 
characters (like Dumbo, the 
flying elephant) and newer, 
popular hits (like The Little 
Mermaid) with the multi¬ 
million dollar expansion. 

“It’s really about im¬ 
mersing people in a number 
of stories, characters and 
music that they love,” said 
Walt Disney Parks and Re¬ 
sorts Chairman Tom Staggs. 

New Fantasyland sits just 
past Cinderella Castle, with 
two sections: Enchanted For¬ 
est, where visitors will find 
Belle from Beauty and the 
Beast and Ariel from The Lit¬ 
tle Mermaid, and Storybook 
Circus, which is inspired by 
the Disney film Dumbo. 

Among the highlights: 
A ride called Under the 
Sea — Journey of the Little 
Mermaid, which tells Ariel’s 
story, and Enchanted Tales 
With Belle, a walk-through 
experience that features

a magical mirror and cos¬ 
tumed characters. 

Staggs said that the expan¬ 
sion allows families to “be a 
little more relaxed” while in 
the park, calling the spaces 
“more enjoyable.” 

Thursday’s grand open¬ 
ing happened twice: Once 
for media and bloggers 
in front of Gaston’s Tav¬ 
ern and then again on the 
steps of Cinderella Castle, 
with cheering park visitors. 
Staggs was joined by ac¬ 
tress Ginnifer Goodwin, 
singer Jordin Sparks and, 
of course, Mickey Mouse. 
Sparks sang a medley of 
songs from Disney movies. 

Two of the New Fantasy- 
land’s highlights have yet 
to open. A ride called Seven 
Dwarfs Mine Train is still 
under construction, as is Prin¬ 


cess Faiiytale Hall — where 
guests can go to meet all of 
their favourite Disney prin¬ 
cesses at once. 

Disney officials said the 
princess experience will 
open next year and the ride 


is expected to open in 2014. 

Be Our Guest Restaurant 
is new, and offers a different 
Disney concept. Folks who 
eat lunch will be served at the 
counter, while dinner guests 
will be served tableside. It 


will also serve wine and beer 
with dinner, which is the first 
time alcohol is being sold 
at the Magic Kingdom. The 
meals at Be Our Guest are 
French-themed.

What’s your school-to-work 
transition story? 

While pursuing my under¬ 
graduate degree at the 
University of Toronto, I 
studied political science with 
an emphasis on human rights 
and international develop¬ 
ment. This past summer I 
was finishing up my final 
credit and was searching for 
the perfect summer job that 
would hopefully lead me into 
a career field directly related 
to these interests. 

I was aware that a com¬ 
pany called Public Outreach 
fundraised for developmental 
and human rights organiza¬ 
tions and I had always been 
intrigued by the fundraisers 
that I had seen, but didn’t 
picture myself taking on such 
a role. 

However, on the advice of 
a friend, I applied. The role 
definitely surprised me. I had 
no idea how much I would be 
learning about various not- 


for-profit charities and how 
many amazing conversations 
I would have with donors. 

One highlight is when I met a 
woman from Zimbabwe who 
actually received aid from one 
of the charities I was fundrais¬ 
ing for. 

The position turned into 
far more than a summer job 
when roles in the recruitment 
department opened up. I 
began applying and eventu¬ 
ally, in August, I took on the 
role of U.S. Recruiter, where 
I was responsible for recruit¬ 
ment in Boston, Chicago, New 
York City and Minneapolis. I 
was able to transition quite 
quickly to my new role, going 
from fundraiser to recruiter 
in three short months. Be¬ 
ing able to learn about the 
inner-workings of a whole 
new department has given 
me the opportunity to better 
understand and appreciate all 
that the company does. 

What am I doing now? 

I am currently in my fourth 
month as a Public Outreach 
Recruiter. In addition to my 
U.S. recruitment duties, I also 
contribute blog posts to our 
staff website. Outside of work, 
I like to pursue other interests 
that not only appeal to me 
but also give me an additional 
skill set to include on resu¬ 


mes and applications. I write 
articles for TalentEgg and, 
additionally, I am beginning 
French courses in January 
in order to receive a certifi¬ 
cate in french proficiency. 
Although I currently have a 
job, I do not want to prevent 
myself from continuing to 
learn more and develop my 
skills. 


My recommendations for 
employers, career centres 
and schools 

When it comes to campus ca¬ 
reer centres and their related 
programs, it is important to 
be well-advertised and easily 
accessible. Students are busy 
with classes and extra-curricu- 
lars, so having flexible hours 


is imperative. Secondly, many 
programs at schools aren’t 
given the exposure they 
deserve. Often students are 
bombarded with information 
in their first year, however 
by the time fourth year rolls 
around and the job search 
becomes more intense, these 
programs are long forgot¬ 
ten about. When students 
approach their final years of 
education, universities and 
colleges should remind them 
that there is plenty of guid¬ 
ance and resources available. 

My advice for students and 
recent graduates 

• Get involved: As a student, 
it is important to think 
beyond essays and exams, 
and also take the time to 
get involved in your com¬ 
munity. I personally found 
extra-curricular activities and 
volunteering to be extremely 
beneficial — both when it 
came to developing new skills 
as well as seeking employ¬ 
ment. 

• The importance of 
networking: The job market 
is competitive. Learning to 
write an impressive resume is 
a great skill, however a piece 
of paper can only go so far. 
For me, networking has been 
the most effective means of 


both connecting with people 
with similar interests and 
landing new jobs. 

• Don’t underestimate your 
skills: Take a chance when 
it comes to your job applica¬ 
tions. Often students and 
recent graduates feel either 
under- or over-qualified for 
certain positions. 

• Don’t underestimate the ex¬ 
periences you have: Although 
you may be a recent graduate, 
your education, community 
involvement and past jobs 

all culminate to make you an 
excellent applicant. When 
applying for jobs you feel 
under-qualified for, keep in 
mind that the worst that can 
happen is being rejected. 

• Don’t overlook great 
opportunities: If I thought 
that being one of “those 
people on the street with 
the binders” was somehow 
beneath me, I wouldn’t have 
been given the opportunity to 
work within the recruitment 
department. To grow with a 
company, it is important to 
start small and work your 
way up. It is only logical.

Michael Bennett is an occasional gift card 
giver. 

“I sometimes give them as thank 
you gifts or stocking stuffers,” says the 
Guelph, Ont., man. “They’re convenient 
and easy to give. The downside of them 
is they’re easy to rely on them rather 
than discovering what someone likes and 
choosing a gift they would appreciate.” 

What is it about gift cards that we love 
so much? Is it the fact that we can buy 
them virtually anywhere? At a variety of 
price points in a variety of outlets? 

“People generally know what type of 
store their friends or kids like to shop at,” 
says Frances Ho, founder of Canadian site 
cardswap.ca. “However, they don’t know 
specifically what sweater they prefer or 
the right pair of jeans.

Rainmen believe 
they’re finding 
winning formula 

It’s been a season of 
constant change for the 
Halifax Rainmen but 
owner Andre Levingston 
believes he’s finally found 
a winning formula. 

“We have 10 guys and 
we are extremely pleased 
with those guys,” Leving¬ 
ston said. “So there won’t 
be movement of that 
nucleus.” 

Under newly acquired 
head coach Rob Spon, the 
Rainmen have managed 
an impressive 5-1 record 
with the emphasis on 
defence and team play. 

Monday’s latest shake- 
up came as a surprise 
when Levingston and Co. 
released their top scorer 
and leading rebounder 
Brandon Robinson, while 
bringing in Texas Wes¬ 
leyan power forward Eric 
Frederick. 

Robinson, the reigning 
league-scoring champion, 
failed to meet expecta¬ 
tions after being acquired 
from Oshawa, scoring just 
four and six points in his 
last two outings while 
sporting the league’s worst 
field-goal percentage. 

Unwilling to take on 
a supporting role, he was 
cut loose. But Levingston 
is hoping Frederick, a 
six-foot-eight, 250-pound 
forward who he says is an 
NBA-calibre player, will be 
one of the last pieces of a 
championship puzzle. 

“He’s extremely talent¬ 
ed,” Levingston said. “He 
can hit long-range shots, 
and he’s veiy physical in 
the paint.”

Brooks Orpik had a good rea¬ 
son to head back to Pittsburgh 
after spending the first three 
months of the NHL lockout in 
Massachusetts, and the Pen¬ 
guins defenceman insists it 
had nothing to do with opti¬ 
mism he and the rest of his 
teammates are closer to getting 
back to work. 

“I didn’t have snow tires on 
my car, so I was like, ‘If I wait 
this out any longer I’m going 
to get stuck here and not have 
a car down in Pittsburgh,”’ Or¬ 
pik said. “It was really just a 
change of scenery.” 

Orpik wasn’t alone. He 
carpooled down to Pittsburgh 
with Tyler Kennedy, and a little 
bit of peer pressure convinced 
forward James Neal to join the 
handful of Penguins who have 
been working out regularly at 
the regional ice rink that serves 
as the team’s practice facility. 

“It’s just something differ¬ 
ent to stimulate you,” Orpik 
said. 

Orpik had been working 
out with players in the Boston 
area, monitoring negotiations 
and attempting to stay sharp. 
Things felt a little different, 
however, while skating along¬ 
side his teammates for the first 
time since Pittsburgh lost to 
Philadelphia in the first round 
of the 2012 Stanley Cup play¬ 
offs. 

Having Sidney Crosby 
around may something to do 
with it. The captain has been 
a fixture at the workouts and 
having 15 players in all — in¬ 
cluding a couple of non-Pen- 
guins — allowed Crosby and 


company to pick up the pace a 
little bit. 

Crosby has served as the de 
facto organizer for the drills 
and is eager to get his career 
back underway after struggling 
with concussion-like symp¬ 
toms for most of the last two 
years. He attended three days 
of marathon negotiations be¬ 
tween owners and players in 
New York last week, though 
he has no plans to be around 
when talks resume. 

While Crosby has long 
since stopped guessing when 
the NHL’s third labour dispute 
under commissioner Gary 
Bettman’s watch will end, he 
remains hopeful hockey will 


return at some point. 

“The fact that they’re talk¬ 
ing is good and I think we’ve 
all said that throughout this 
process, it’s better than sitting 
around and not knowing what 
eveiyone is thinking,” Crosby 
said. 

Spending three days at the 
bargaining table, however, 
tempered any sense a deal was 


imminent. The league has can¬ 
celled games through Dec. 30 
and there are still a myriad of 
concerns that need to be ad¬ 
dressed. 

“There’s a lot of details, a lot 
of things that go into a CBA and 
those haven’t even been start¬ 
ing to be talked about,” Crosby 
said. “We definitely have some 
work to do there but I’m sure 


once all the major things get 
taken care of, hopefully the 
process gets a little easier.” 

Tuesday’s turnout was en¬ 
couraging, sure, but it’s also 
part of an ebb and flow that’s 
been typical since the lockout 
began. 

There have been days when 
only a handful of players show 
up. While that can make it dif¬ 
ficult at times to get motivated, 
it hasn’t stopped Crosby from 
showing up, even if instead of a 
packed house at Consol Energy 
Center it’s a sprinkling of fans, 
folks working at a gym located 
over one end of the ice and fa¬ 
cility employees.

Say what you will about the 
Ford Flex, this big-rig takes its 
people and cargo-carrying role 
seriously, but with a sly wink 
and a nod when the topic of 
styling is mentioned. 

Wagon-style bodies are 
somewhat of a Ford specialty. 
Along with the Flex, three-row 
seating is offered in the full-size 
Expedition and the Explorer, 
while the Edge, Escape and the 
passenger version of the Tran¬ 
sit Connect cargo van provide 
space for five. 

Among them, however, the 
Flex is unique. It sits low to the 
ground like a regular sedan and 
shares the same platform with 
the Lincoln MKT wagon. That’s 
preferable for those who want 
to access their vehicle without 
using a stepladder. 

For 2013, Ford has upgraded 


the Flex in other ways, includ¬ 
ing the availability of second- 
row seatbelts that act a bit like 
airbags and inflate within 40 
milliseconds of a crash. Addi¬ 
tional extra-cost safety gear 
consists of radar-based adapt¬ 
ive cruise control that keeps 
a steady distance from the 
vehicle in front, and blind spot 
information with cross-traffic 
alert that warns of overtaking 
vehicles and vehicles approach¬ 
ing from either side when 
backing out of a parking spot. 
Then there’s curve control that 
can detect when the Flex is en¬ 
tering a turn too quickly and 
within a second applies braking 
force to slow the vehicle down 
by up to 16 km/h. 

The Flex’s three-model line 
up starts with the $32,150 (in¬ 
cluding destination charges) SE 
that arrives fairly well equipped 
with all the usual accessories 
and gadgets. 

Ihe Flex’s oversize dimen¬ 
sions and rectangular silhou¬ 
ette might give some buyers 
pause, but if you’re seeking 
something different, thinking 
inside the box could make this 
Ford the perfect fit.

Your wiper blades are among 
the most critical safety features 
on your vehicle. If you can’t see, 
you’re not safe, and dirt builds 
up quickly in winter weather. 

“Visibility is extremely 
important,” says Graham Jef¬ 
frey, winter driving expert for 
Canadian Tire. “You want the 
wiper that will give you the 
best possible performance.” 

The claw structure, one of 
the oldest designs, uses a thin 
blade. A more modem design 
is the beam blade, which uses 
a wider wiper. 

“Instead of pressure points 
like the claw structure, the 
beam maintains even pressure 


across the blade, which gives 
it a more consistent wipe,” Jef¬ 
frey says. 

“And with the claw struc¬ 
ture, there are open spaces 
where you can get a lot of 
snow build-up, which limits 
the wiper’s ability to form to 
the windshield and give you a 
solid wipe.” 

At higher speeds, claw 
blades are more susceptible 
to wind, which can lift them 
off the glass and cause chatter. 
Beam blades are more aerody¬ 
namic and aren’t as affected 
by this. 

Just as you can put 
winter tires on your car, you 
can also switch to winter 
wiper blades. Originally these 
were claw blades with a rub¬ 
ber boot that prevented them 
clogging with snow. 

Today’s winter blades use 
a special mbber compound 
that stays supple at very low 
temperatures. Most will wear 
quickly in hot weather, so 
it’s best to switch to regular 
blades in spring, and store 
these pricier blades until next 
winter.

But when you 
get into a winter blade, you 
get that winter compound 
too.” 

When cleaning ice off 


your windshield, be careful 
not to hit your wiper blades 
with the scraper. If the blades 
are stuck to the windshield, 
turn on the defrosters to help 
free them. If you just pull on 
them, they may tear. 

And never shut off your 
engine with the wipers on: 
if they freeze to the glass, it 
could damage the wiper mo¬ 
tor when you restart the car. 


• No dirty blades. Always replace 
your wiper blades if they start to 
streak or leave dirty patches. 


• Choose correct fluid. Use wind¬ 
shield washer fluid that's formu¬ 
lated for winter temperatures. 

If fluid freezes on the glass, you 


won't be able to see. 


• Double check wiper choice. 

Some vehicles have two differ¬ 
ent sized wiper blades, due to 
the shape of the windshield, so 
be sure you're buying the right 
ones.

great proportions above all 
else, so to me, overall size 
has very little to do with the 
visual impact and/or appeal 
of any given bike or car. 

So I was thrilled to see 
so many neat and smallish 
rides on the show floor of 
last weekend’s motorcycle 
show in Toronto. 

This is the show run 
by the manufacturers, via 
its Motorcycle and Moped 
Industry Council (MMIC). 
After Toronto, the MMIC 
show makes stops in 
Calgary, Edmonton, Van¬ 
couver, Quebec, Moncton 
and Montreal. (Check local 
listings for dates and 
venues). 

At last year’s show, for 
example, you wouldn’t 
have seen the new Su¬ 
zuki GW250, or Honda’s 
new CB500 line (CB500F, 
CB500X, CBR500R). Hon¬ 

da suddenly has a very 
attractive and logical pro¬ 
gression of street bikes, in 
125-cc, 250-cc and 500-cc 
formats. 

“People want an afford¬ 
able entry level motorcycle. 
That’s where the market is 
going right now,” said Dave 
Hawson, director of sales 
and marketing for Suzuki 
Canada’s motorcycle, ATV 
and marine division. 

Hawson added that a 
lot of the “affordability” 
of smaller bikes manifests 
itself in the insurance end, 
especially for younger and/ 
or newer riders. 

He’s dead right. My small 
phone survey to brokers re¬ 
vealed that an 18-year-old 
looking to insure a 600-cc 
sportbilce in the GTA would 
be looking at premiums 
of about $3,500 to $4,000 
and beyond. By contrast, 
that same 18-year-old rider 
could insure a 250-cc bike 
in the GTA for $1,500 to 
$2,000 — basically half the 


price. 

At the show I ran into 
Dave Mackenzie of Motor- 
sports Canada, which im¬ 
ports the Wolf Classic 150 
— a Honda Rebel knockoff 
with a 150-cc engine. 

He felt that up until a 
few years ago, the Canadian 
market was “starved” of 
small motorcycles. 

He believed the big 
brands shied away from 
them here in North Amer¬ 
ica, because there was 
simply more money to be 
found, per unit, in the lar¬ 
ger bike formats. 

I guess it’s hard to say 
whether that was the case, 
or if it was simply a case of 
no one wanting to buy the 
smaller bikes back then. 

But there is no 
denying, however, that 
the big brands are more 
aware and concerned 
than ever that their 
biggest group ofmotorcycles 
buyers — the boomers — are 
getting older and older 
and will soon fade from 
the scene and that they 
need a new genera¬ 
tion of buyers to get 
into motorcycling 

culture. 

Insurance and indus¬ 
try forces aside, I think 
people have also generally 
rediscovered the joys of 
smallish motorcycles, after 
years of chasing horse¬ 
power and their high-speed 
capabilities. 

For those that like the 
bigger stuff, have no fear. 
The influx of smaller bikes 
has not diminished the 
number of variety of big, 
powerful bikes, in all their 
guises. 

To each their own, I say, 
even if they are so wrong in 
their big-bilce convictions 
that they can no longer be 
saved from them. 

Even by me.
